No. MCI-26 (3) /96-Mcd.—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 33 of the Indian Medical Council Act. 
1956 (102 of 1956) the Medical Council of India with the 
previous sanction of the Central Government hereby makes 
the following regulations, namely 

(1) Short title and commencement: (1) These regula¬ 
tions may be called the "Regulations on Graduate 
^Medical Education, 1997'’. 

( 2 ) They shall come into force on the d»t« of theh nub- 
lication in the Official Gazette, 

CHAPTER 1 

2. GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS AND TEACHING 
APPROACH 

(1) Graduate medical curriculum is oriented towards train¬ 
ing students to undertake the responsibilities of a physician 
Of ffist contact who is capable of looking after the preventive, 
promotive, curative and rehabilitative aspects of medicine. 

(2) With wide range of career opportunities available to¬ 
day, a graduate has a wide choice of career opportunities. 
The training though broad based and flexible should aim 
to provide an educational experience of the essentials requir¬ 
ed for health care in our country. 

(3) To undertake the responsibilities of service situations 
which is a changing condition and of various types, it is 
essential to provide adequate placement training tailored to 
the needs of such services as to, enable the graduates to 
become effective instruments of implementation of those re¬ 
quirements. To avail of opportunities and be able to conduct 
professional requirements the graduate shall endeavour to 
have acquired basic training in different aspects of mnitienl 
care. 


f4) The importance of the community aspect* of health car# 
and of rural h:alth care services is to be recognized. Thii 
aspect of education and training of graduates should be 
adequately recognized in the prescribed curriculum. Ita im¬ 
portance has been systematically upgradod over the past year* 
and adequate exposure to such experiences should be avail¬ 
able throughout all the three phases of education and train¬ 
ing. This has to be further emphasized and intensified by 
providing exposure to field practice areas and training during 
the intership period. The aim of the period of rural training 
during internship is to enable the fresh graduate* to function 
efficiently under such settings. 

(5) The educational experience should emphasize health 
and community orientation instead of only difljpse and hos¬ 
pital orientation or being-concentrated—on .curative—aipects. 
As such all the basic concepts of modern scientific' medical 
education are to be adequately dealt with. 

( 6 ) There must be enough experiences to be provided for 
self learning. The methods and techniques that would cniure 
this must become a part of teaching—learning process. 

(7) The medical graduate of modern scientific medicine 
shall endeavour to become capable of functioning indepen¬ 
dently in both urban or rural environment. He/she shall 
endeavour to give emphasis on fundamental aspects of the 
subjects taught and on common- problems of health and disease 
avoiding unnecessary details of specialization. 

. ( 8 ) The importance of social factors in relation to the 
problem of health and diseases should receive proper emphasis 
throughout the course and to achieve this purpose, the edu¬ 
cational process should also be community, based than only 
hospital based. The importance of population control and 
family welfare planning should be emphasized throughout the 
period of training with the importance of health and deve¬ 
lopment duly emphasized, 

(9 Adequate emphasis is to be placed on cultivating 
logical and scientific habits of thought, clarity of expression 
and independence of judgement, ability to collect and imaly*e 
Information and to'correlate them. 
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(c!) develop scientific temper, acquire educational experi¬ 
ence for proficiency in profession and promote 
healthy having; 


(10) The educational process should be placed in a historic 
background as an evolving process and not merely as an 
flcqi.-sition of a large number of disjoined facta without a 
proper perspective. The history of Medicine with reference 
to the evolution of medical knowledge both in this country and 
the rest of the world should form a part of this process. 

(11) Lectures alone are generally not adequate as a me¬ 
thod of training and are a poor means of transferring/acquir¬ 
ing information and even less effective at skill development 
and in generating the appr: priatc. attitudes. Every effort 
should be made to encourage the use of active methods relat¬ 
ed to demonstration and on first hand experience. Students 
will be encouraged to learn in small groups, .through peer 
Interaction? so as to gain maximal experience through con¬ 
tacts with patients and the communities in which they live. 
While the curriculum objectives often refer to areas of know¬ 
ledge or science, they are best taught in a setting of clinical 
relevance and hands on experience for students who assimilate 
and make this knowledge a part of their own working skills. 

(12) The graduate medical eduation in -clinical subjests 
should be based primarily on out-patient teaching, emergency 
departments and within the community including periopheral 
health care institutions. The out-patient departments should, 
be suitably planned to provide training to graduates in small 
groups. 

(13) Cilincs should he organised in small groups of pre¬ 
ferably not more than 10 students so that a teacher can be 
give personal attention to each student with a view to improve 
his skill and competence in handling of the patients. 

(14) Proper records of the work should be maintained 
which will form the basis for the students’ internal assess¬ 
ment and should be available to the inspectors at the time 
of inspection of the college by the Medical Council of India. 

(15) Maximal efforts have to he made to encourage integ¬ 
rated teaching between traditional subject areas using a prob¬ 
lem based learning approach starting with clinical or com¬ 
munity cases and exploring the rolevance of various precllnicul 
disciplines in both understanding and resolution of the prob¬ 
lem. Every attempt be made to dc-cmphasizc compartmen- 
talisation of disciplines so as to achieve both horizontal and 
vertical integration in different phases. 

?16) Every attempt is to be made to e'ncounrage students 
to participate in group discussions and seminars to enable 
them to develop personality, character, expression and other 
faculties which are necessary for a medical graduate to func¬ 
tion either in solo practice or as a team leader when he 
begins his independent career, A discussion giottp should rot 
have more than 20 ^itudents. 

(17) Faculty members should avail of modern educational 
technology white teaching the students and to attain this 
objective, Medical 'Education Units/Departments be establish¬ 
ed in all medical colleges for faculty development and pro¬ 
viding learning resource material to teachers. 

(18) To derive maximum advantage out of this revised 
curriculum, tihe vacation period to students in one calendar 
year should not exceed one month, during the 4k years 
Bachelor of Medicine and Bachelor of Surgery • (MBBS) 
Course. 

(19) In order to implement the revised curriculum in toto, 
State Governments and Institutional Bodies must ensure that 
adequate financial and technical inputs arc pravidod, 

3. OBJECTIVES OF MEDICAL GRADUATE TRAINING 
PROGRAMME : 

(ll-r-NATIONAL GOALS : At the end of undergraduate 
.program, the medical student shall endeavour to be albie to : 

(a) recognize ‘health for all’ as a national goal and health 

right of all citizens and by undergoing training for 
med ial profession fulfill.his/her social obligations to¬ 
wards realization of this goal; 

(b) learn every aspect of National policies on health and 
devote himself/herself to its practical implementa¬ 
tion; 

(c) achieve competence in practice of holistic medicine, 
encompassing promotivr, preventive, curative and 
rehabilitative aspects of common diseases; 


(c) become exemplary citizen by observation of medical 
ethics and fulfilling social and professional obliga¬ 
tions, so as to respond to national aspirations. - 

(2) INSTITUTIONAL GOALS; (1) In consonance 'with 
the national goals each medical institution should evolve insti¬ 
tutional goals to define the kind of trained manpower (or 
professionals) they intend to produce. The undergraduate 
students coming out of a medical institute should ; 

(a) be competent in diagnosis and management of com¬ 
mon health problems of the individual and tho com¬ 
munity, commensurate with his/her position as a 
member of the health team at tho primary, secon¬ 
dary or tertiary levels, using his/her clinical skills 
based on history, physical examination and relevant 
investigations; 

(b) be competent lo practice preventive, promotive, 
curative und rehabilitative medicine in respect' to 
tho commonly encountered health problems; 

(c) appreciate rationale for different therapeutic modali¬ 

ties, be familiar with the administration of the "yssen- 
tial drugs’’ and thiij- common side effects; 

(d) be able to appreciate the socio-psychploeical, cultural, 
economic and environmental factors affecting health 
and develop humane attitude towards the patients in 
discharging one’s professional responsibilities; 

(c) possess the attitude-for continued self learning and 
to seek further expertise or to pusue research ip any 
chosen area of medicine. 

(f) be familiar with the basic factors which are essential . 
for tho implementation of the National Health Pro¬ 
grammes including practical aspects of the follow¬ 
ing ;— 

(i) Family Welfare and Maternal and Child Health 

[MCH], 

(ii) Sanitation and water supply, 

(iii) Prevention and control of communicable and 
non-communicable diseases, 

(iv) Immunization, 

(v) Health Education; 

(g) acquire basic management skills in the area of human 
resources, materials and resource management re¬ 
lated to hcsalth care delivery; 

(h) be able to identify community health problems and 
learn to work to resolve these by designing, institut¬ 
ing corrective steps and evaluating outcome of such 
measures; 

(i) be able to work as a leading pcirtener in health care 
teams and acquire proficiency in communication 
skills; 

(j) be competent to work in a variety of health care 
settings; 

(k) have personal characteristics and attitudes required for 
professional life such as personal Integrity, sense of 
responslbilitv and dependability and ability to re¬ 
late to or show concern for other individuals. 

(II) All efforts must be made to equip the medical gradu¬ 
ate to acquire the skills as detailed in APPENDIX B, 

CHAPTER-If 

ADMISSION, SELECTION, MIGRATION AND TRAINING 

4. Admission to the Medical Course—‘Eligibility Criteria’: 
No Candidate shall b4 allowed to be admitted to the Medical 
Curriculum of first Bachelor of Medicine and (3achlor of 
Survery (MBBS) Course until; 

(1) He/she has completed the age of 17 years on or before 
first day of July of the year commencing the prescribed acade¬ 
mic session of the said course; 
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(2) He/she has passed qualifying examination as under : 


(a) the Higher Secondary Examination or the Indian 
School Certificate Examination which is equivalent 
to 10-J-2 Higher Secondary Examination after a 
period of 12 years study, the last two years of study 
comprising of Physics, Chemistry, Biology and 
Mathematics or any other elective subject with 
English at a level not less than the core course for 
English as prescribed by the National Council or 
Educational Research and Training after the introduc¬ 
tion of the _10_j_ 1_)_3 years educational structure as 
recommended by the National Committee on educa¬ 
tion; 

Note : Where the course content is not as prescribed for 
lO-j-2 education structure of the National Com¬ 
mittee, the candidates will have to undergo a period 
of one year pre-professional training before admis¬ 
sion to the Medical Colleges;

ib) The Intermediate examination in science of an IndihU 
University/Board or olhor recognized examining 
body with Physics, Chemistry and Biology which 
shall include a practical test in these subjects hud 
also English as a compulsory subject. 

or 

3.2.3 The pre-profe-ssional/pre-medical examination with 
Physics, Chemistry and Biology, after passing either the higher 
secondary school examination, or the pre-univeraity or an 
equivalent examination. The pre-professional/pro-medical 
examination shall include n practical test in Physics, Chemis¬ 
try and Biology and also English as a compulsory subject; 

or 

fd) The first year of the three years degree course of a 
recognized university, with Physics, fhemistry and 
Biology including a practical test in these subjects 
provided the examination is a “University Examina¬ 
tion" and candidate has passed lO-j-2 with English 
al a level not less than a core course. 

or 

(o) B.Sc, examination of an Indian University, provided 
that he/she has passed the B.Sc. examination with 
not less than two of the following subjects—Physics, 
Chemistry, (Biology (Botany, Zoology) and further 
that he/she has passed the earlier qualifying examin¬ 
ation with the following subjects—Physics, Chemis¬ 
try, Biology and English, 

or 

(f) Any other examination which, in scope and standard 
is found to be equivalent to the intermediate science 
examination of an Indian University/Board, taking 
Physics, Chemistry and Biology including a practical 
test in each of these subjects and- English. 

Note : 

The pre-medical course may be conducted either at Medical 
College or a Science College 

Marks obtained in Mathematics are not to be considered 
for admission to MBBS Course. 

After the 10-j-2 course is introduced, the integrated courses 
should be abolished. 

5. Selection of Students : The selection of students to me¬ 
dical college shall be based solely on merit of the candidate 
and for determination of merit, the following criletria be 
adopted uniformly throughout the country '■ 

(1) In states, having only one Medical College and one 
university,board /examining! body conducting 1 the 
qualifying examination, the marks obtained at such 
qualifying examination may be taken into conside¬ 
ration; 


(2) In states, having more than one university /board/ 
examining body conducting the qualifying examina¬ 
tion (or where there is more than one medical col¬ 
lege unde- the administrative control of one autho¬ 
rity) a competitive entrance examination should be 
held s q as to achieve a uniform evaluation as there 
may be variation of standard at qualifying examina¬ 
tion conducted by different agencies; 

(3) Where there are more than one college in a state 
and only one university/board conducting the quali¬ 
fying examination, than a joint selection board be 
constituted for all the colleges; 

(4) A competitive entrance examination b nbsblutely 
necessary in the cases of Institutions of All India 
character; 

(5i To be eligible for competitive entrance examination, 
the candidate must have passed any of the qualifying 
examinations as enumerated under the head note 
“Eligibility Criteria"; 

Provided also that— 

(i) in case of admission on Ihe basis of qualifying exa¬ 
mination, a candidate for admission to medical 
course must have obtained not less than 50% marks 
in English and 50% marks in Physics, Chemistry 
and Biology taken together at the qualifying exa¬ 
mination; 

(ii) In case of admission on the basis of a, competitive 
entrance examination, a candidate for admission to, 
medical course must have obtained not less than 
50% marks in English, and 50% marks in Physics, 
Chemistry and Biology taken together, both at qua- 

• lifying and competitive examinations; 

Provided further that in respect of candidates belonging to 
Scheduled Cartes/Scheduled Tribes and Other Backward 
Classes (OBCs) the marks obtained be read as 40% instead 
of 50%. 

6 . Migration 

(1) Migration from one medical college to other is not a 
light of a Rtudent. However, migration of students from one 
medical college to another medical college in India may be 
considered by the Medical Council of India. Only in excep¬ 
tional cases on extreme compassionate grounds 1 ' 1 , provided 
following criteria are fulfilled. 1 Routine migrations on other 
grounds shall not be allowed. 

(2) Bolh Lire college:,, i.e. cue at which the student is 
studying at present and one to which migration is sought, are 
recognised by the Medical Council of India. 

(3 The applicant candidate should have passed first profes¬ 
sional MBBS examination. 

(4) The applicant candidate submits his application for 
migration, complete in nil respects, to all authorities con¬ 
cerned within a period of one month of passing (declaration 

! results) the first professional Bachelor of Medicine and 
Bachelor of Surgery (MBBS) examination. 

(5) The applicant candidate must submit an affidavit stat¬ 
ing that he/she will pursue IS months of prescribed study 
before appearing at Ilnd professional Bachelor of Medicine 
and Bachelor of Surgery (MBBS) examination at the trans¬ 
feree medical colleges which should be duly certified by the 
Registrar of the concerned University in which he/she is 
seeking transfer. The transfer will be applicable only after 
receipt of the affidavit. 

Note 1 : 

(i) ' Migration during clinical course of study shall not 

be allowed on any ground. 

(ii) All applications for migration shall be referred to 
Medical Council of India by college authorities. No 
Institution/University shall allow migrations directly 
without the approval of the Council. 
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(iii) Council reserves the right, not to entertain any ap¬ 
plication which is not under the prescribed compas¬ 
sionate grounds and also to tube independent deci¬ 
sions where applicant has been allowed to migrate 
without referring the same to the Council. 

Note 2 : Co: .passionate grounds criteria : 

(i) Death of a supporting guatdian. 

(ii) Illness of the candidate causing disability. 

(iii) Disturbed conditions as declared by Government in 
(he Medical C'o'lecc area. 

7. Training Period and Time Distribution 

(1) Every student shall undergo a period of certified study 
extending over 4 1/2 academic years divided into 9 semes¬ 
ters, (i.e. of 6 months each) from the date of commence¬ 
ment of his study for the subjects comprising the medicat 
curriculum to the date of completion of examination and 
followed by one year compulsory rotating inters hip. Each 
semester will consist of approximately 120 teaching day* 
of 8 hours each college working time, including one hour 
of lunch. 

(2) The period of 4.1/2 years is divided into three phases 
as follow's - 

(a) Pliasc-1 (two semesters)—coAsis'ing of Pre-cliuical 
subjects (Human Anatomy, Physiology including 
Bio-Physics, Bio-chemistry and introduction to Com¬ 
munity Medicine including Humanitis). Besides 
60 hours for introduction to Community Medicine 
including Humanities, rest of the time shall be some¬ 
what equally divided between Anatomy and 
Physiology plus Biochemistry combined (Physiology 
2/3 and Biochemistry 1/3), 

(b) Phase-11 (3 semesters)—Consisting of paiu-clinical/ 
clinical subjects. 

During this, phase'teaching of paiu-clinical and 
clinicul subjects shall be done concurrently. 

The para-clinical subjects shall consist of Patho¬ 
logy. phaimacohigy. Microbiology, Forensic Medi¬ 
cine including Toxicology and part of Community 
Medicine. 

The clinical subjects shall consist of all those de¬ 
tailed below in Phase III. 

Out of the time for Para-clinical teaching appro¬ 
ximately equal time be allotted to Pathology, Phar¬ 
macology, Mieiobiology and Forensic Medicine and 
Coninrunilv Medicine combined (1/3 Forensic 
Medicine and 2 3 Community Medicine). See Ap- 
psndix-C. 

(c) Phase-Ill (Continuation of study of clinical subject* 
for seven semester after passing Phase-1). 


The clinical subjects to be taught during Phase II 
and IIT are Medicine-and its allied specialities, Sur¬ 
gery and its allied specialities. Obstetrics and Gynae¬ 
cology and Community Medicine. 


(3) The first 2 semester (approximately 2 !0 teaching days) 
shall be occupied in the Phase 1 (Pre-clinical) subjects and 
introduction to a broader understanding of the prospective^ 
of medical education leading to delivery of health care. No 
student shall be permitted to join the Phase II (Para-clinical/ 
clinical) group of subjects until, he has passed in all the 
Phase d (Pre-clinical) subjects for which he will be permitted 
not more titan four chances (actual examination), provided, 
four chances are completed in three years from the date of. 
enrollment, 

(4) After passing Dre-clinical subjects, 1 1/2 year (3 

semesters) shall be devoted to pain-clinical subjects. 

Phase II will be devoted to para-clinical and clinical sub¬ 
jects, along with clinical postings. During clinical phase 
(Phase 111) pre-clinical and para-clinical teaching will be in¬ 
tegrated into the teaching of clinical subjects where rele¬ 
vant. 

(5) Didactic lectures should not exceed one third of the 
time schedule; two third schedule should include practical*, 
clinicals or/and group discussions. Learning process should 
include living experiences, problem oriented approach, case 
studies aud community health care activities 

(6) Universities shall organize admission timings and 
admission process in such a way that teaching in first 
semester starts by 1st of August each year. 

(7 ) Supplementary examination may be conducted within 6 
months so that the students wh i pass can join the main batch, 
and the failed students will have to appear in the subsequent 
"tar.

Maximum attention to the diagnosis and manage¬ 
ment of most common and important conditions encountered 
in general practice -should be emphasised in all clinical sub¬ 
ject areas. Instructions in clinical subjects should be given 
both in out patient and inpatient during clinical posting. 

Each of the clinical departments shall provide integrated 
teaching calling on pre-clinical, para-clinical and other clinical 
depaitnients to join in exposing the students to the full range 
of disciplines relevant to each clinical area of study. Problem 
approach will bp emphasised baaed on basic social sciences 
and a continuation of clinical and laboratory syllabi to 
optimally understand and manage each clinical condition.

The performance in essential components of training are 
to be assessed, bused on :
